The  National  Pastime— BASEBALL— 
is  one  of  the  finest  indoor  and  outdoor 
sports  for  the  youth  of  America.  Further- 
more, it  opens  a  great  opportunity  for 
boys  who  develop  proficiency  in  the  art 
of  fielding,  running  and  hitting.  There  is 
no  other  sport  comparable  to  it,  not  even 
professional  football,  from  a  financial 
standpoint.  The  thousands  of  poor  boys 
who  have  sprung  up  from  the  sandlots 
and  public  playgrounds,  as  well  as  from 
the  schools  and  colleges,  and  have  be- 
come public  idols,  along  with  being  paid 
top  salaries  when  they  make  good  in  the 
minor  and  major  leagues,  are  the  best 
proof  that  baseball  is  an  excellent  field 
of  endeavor  as  well  as  a  health  producing 
sport. 

How  George  Herman  Ruth,  the  great 
"Bambino,"  showed  his  skill  on  the  dia- 
mond while  playing  for  an  orphanage 
team  in  Bahimore,  Md.  The  "Sultan  of 
Swat"  probably  never  would  have  been 
heard  of  outside  of  his  own  circle  of 
friends  if  he  hadn't  possessed  a  great 
pitching  arm  and  terrific  hitting  power. 
He  is  one  of  the  outstanding  examples 
of  how  a  poor  boy  can  accumulate  a 
fortune  rising  to  the  top  of  his  chosen 
profession. 

The  Babe  entered  the  professional  base- 
ball ranks  as  a  southpaw  twirler,  and  his 
pitching  record  is  one  of  the  best  ever 
made  in  the  majors.  But  due  to  his  tre- 
mendous hitting  power,  he  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  mound  to  the  outfield  in 
order  that  the  team  could  profit  by  his 
long  drives  in  every  game  played  instead 
of  twice  a  week  if  he  continued  to  take 
his  turn  in  the  box. 

Today,  even  though  he  has  been  out 
of  the  limelight  as  a  player  for  many 
years,  he  is  still  remembered  by  the  base- 
ball loving  public  for  his  prowess  on  the 
diamond.  His  home-run  record  of  60  in 
a  single  season  has  yet  to  be  tied  or 
broken,  while  his  record  salary  of  $80,- 
000  for  six  months  stood  until  last  year 
when  Bobby  Feller,  another  shining  star 
of  the  baseball  firmament,  was  paid  in 
salary  and  bonuses  a  greater  sum  than 
that  paid  to  Ruth  while  with  the  New 
York  Yankees. 

Although  in  poor  health,  Ruth  con-

Regular  bus  service  will  be  operated 
from  the  end  of  the  "L"  car  line  to  the 
courts  during  the  tournament  and  the 
schedule  will  be  posted  at  the  courts.

Divot  Holes,  Footprints  in 
Sand  Traps  Mar  Courses

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Auto  Accident  Proves 
Fatal  to  Dr.  Frank  T, 
Sheehy,  Popular  Olympian 

Untimely  death  of  Dr.  Frank  T. 
Sheehy.  prominent  surgeon  and  popular 
member  of  The  Olympic  Club,  as  a  result 
of  an  automobile  accident,  was  a  great 
shock  to  his  fellow  members.  He  was 
returning  home  from  the  Country  Club 
after  having  played  golf  in  the  annual 
St.  Patrick's  Day  Tournament  when  his 
car  went  out  of  control  on  the  slippery 
pavement  on  the  eastern  approach  to  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge.  It  had  been  raining 
and  the  car  skidded  into  the  abutment 
on  a  sharp  turn  and  the  impact  was  so 
terrific  that  the  automobile  was  demol- 
ished. 

Deceased  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
surgeons  on  the  West  Coast.  During  the 
twenty-eight  years  that  he  had  been  a 
practicing  physician  and  surgeon.  Dr. 
Sheehy  held  many  important  medical 
posts,  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  mem- 
bers of  his  profession. 

At  the  time  of  his  death.  Dr.  Sheehy 
was  a  member  of  the  Superior  Court 
Medical  Commission  and  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  pre- 
viously had  been  a  professor  of  surgery 
at  Stanford.  He  graduated  from  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  College  in  1920  and 
for  twenty  years  had  been  a  member  of 
the  hospital  staff,  as  well  as  Associate 
Professor  of  Anatomy. 

Dr.  Sheehy  had  a  wide  circle  of  friends 
in  San  Francisco,  where  he  was  born  and 
had  practiced  during  his  entire  profes- 
sional career.  He  was  noted  for  his  skill 
as  a  surgeon  and  also  for  his  many  chari-

table  deeds  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

He  was  an  ardent  sportsman  and  a 
great  lover  of  the  outdoors.  For  years 
he  was  a  regular  visitor  during  week- 
ends at  the  Country  Club,  and  his  cheery 
greetings  and  genial  personality  will  be 
sadly  missed  on  the  golf  courses  and 
in  the  Blue  Room.  Despite  the  fact  that 
he  was  a  golfer  of  no  mean  ability,  being 
capable  of  shooting  in  the  effete  70's, 
Dr.  Sheehy  derived  the  keenest  enjoy- 
ment from  playing  with  members  who 
usually  hung-up  scores  bordering  on  the 
century  mark.  He  was  a  hale  fellow  well 
met,  a  great  surgeon  and  a  loyal  friend. 

Dr.  Sheehy  was  56  years  old  and  is 
survived  by  his  widow  Vivian,  two  chil- 
dren and  two  sisters.

Curtailment  of  use  of  all  types 
of  electrical  equipment  is  essential  to 
stretch  the  available  power  supply  over 
the  coming  months.  It  is  up  to  the  citizens 
of  Northern  and  Central  California  to 
cut  down  by  at  least  ten  per  cent  on  the 
use  of  all  home  electrical  appliances  dur- 
ing this  emergency  period,  according  to 
rules  instituted  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.

Local  drama  fans  are  all  prepared  for 
the  coming  engagement  at  the  Geary  of 
Alfred  Lunt  and  Lynn  Fontanne  in  their 
international  success,  "0  Mistress  Mine," 
which  opens  on  April  12.  This  is  the 
fourth  offering  of  the  1947-48  Theatre 
Guild — American  Theatre  Society  season. 
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Of  all  the  20  plays  in  which  the  famous 
stars  have  acted,  this  comedy  by  Terrence 
Rattigan  seems  to  be  the  most  popular. 
They  played  in  it  for  six  months  in  Lon- 
don, then  took  it  on  a  tour  of  GI  Camps 
in  France,  Belgium  and  Germany.
